bribery." 

"Very  often  today,  a  law  in  Washington  goes  to 
the  highest  bidder/  Eldon!  said.  For  example, 
there  are  no  longer  any  regulations  on  the  selling  of 
used  cart. 

There  Is  a  very  high  correlation  between  the 

lobbies  of  car  dealers,  and  the  way  the  vote  goes." 
Etdonl  said. 

The  Immigration  Bill  has  been  In  Congress  for  15 
years  because  so  many  different  interest  group* 
want  different  things,  he  said. 

Even  defense  spending  is  not  exempt.  "Money 
will  not  step  aside  for  national  interest."  Etdoni 
said.  "If  you  want  to  get  a  congressman  interested, 
you  better  pay  him  to  listen.
